In*passing sentence of death for 
Washington, Judge Hopkins said the 
murder wag a deliberate one. 

“The public conscience has been 
aroused by the increase in crimes of 
violence,” declared the jurist. “ It has 
been said that there is a murder a day 
committed and that many go unpun- 
ished and that some are not even ap- 
prehended. Murders are increasing 
and punishment decreasing. 

“It has been generally charged that 
many are not punished and this ie at- 
tributed by the reading public to vari- 
ous causes. 

“Some charge it to politics in 
Springfield, some to courts of appeal, 
and some to the lack of stamina on the 
part of judges. The time has come 
when there should be a reéstablish- 
ment of public faith In the courts, the 
state’s attorney's office, and the police 
department.”

Judge Soper declared at the outset 
that the burden of proof rested on the 
government to satisfy the jury of the 
defendant's guilt, and later refused the 
request of District Attorney Woodcock 
to instruct the jury that the burden 
of proof rested on Mr, Hill to prove 
that his fruit juices were not intoxi- 
cating in fact. 

“The matters for your decision are 
involved in the first four counts of the 
indictment,”’ the judge said. These 
counts charge the unlawful manufac: 
ture and possession of wirie and cider. 


“Was It Wine?” 


“The issues of fact to which your 
attention is directed are rather nar- 
row and few,” he. continued, “for the 
reasen that there is no dispute in this 
case, that the defendant both manu- 
factured and possgssed the liquors in 
questien. He has testified to that ef- 
fect on the stand. The question for 
you to decide is whether these ar- 
ticles answer to the description of 
those articles in the indictment. Now 
the description in the first and sec- 
ond count is ‘intoxicating liquor, to- 
wit, twenty-five gallons of wine.’ The 
questions for you to decide on those 
two counts are two in number. First, 
was the article wine, and second, was 
it intoxicating? 

“The position of the defendant on 
the first question is that. the article 
which he manufactured and possessed 
in September, 1924, was not wine for 
the reason that the grapejuice manvt- 
factured was still in process of fer- 
mentation. His contention is that so 
long as it was fermenting, whatever 
else it might. WB, it was nat wine. 


“Now, it is plain from the evidence, 
if-we are to a@®ept the definition con- 
tended for by the @efendant, t what 
the defendant intended to make was 
wine, and the only reason why it is 
possible to make the contention that 
it was not wine was bechuse on Oct.

Onion Dressing. 

Because of the frequent unloveliness 
and general unattractiveness of dress- 
ings, one may reasonably suggest that 
the cook who does not understand them 
well “should begin now to practice up 
daily to discover a filling she would 
like for her turkey. A study of dress- 
ings shows they. are nearly all pre- 
pared in the frying pan and that some 
of them get no farther than that—that 
is, they are entirely cooked in it and 
only added to a roasted chicken or 
something of the sort when it is served. 
When a chicken is pot roasted this is 
‘@ good thing to do—if it is done right, 
wonderfully well seasoned and bright 
and clear, not dull. 

A dressing made may be tested out 
by stuffing pork chops with it, which 
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may be made as good looking a thing 
as stuffed crab. Cut, leaving even 


thicknesses, the chop in toward the 
bone to make a place to fill, season, fill 
with dressing, skewer this in with the 
inexpensive smal] skewers—not tooth- 
picks, which may fluvor—roast on a 
slight bed of vegetables with frequent 
bastings. Start with butter and then 
use liquid in pan which consists of 
butter, vegetable juices, and juice from 
the meat. Roast for half an hour in a 
hot oven with ten minute bastings. 

For stuffing: Cut.two onions fine 
and sauté them in a tablespoon of 
butter without browning them. Add 
to them an equal quantity of bread 
soaked in warm water and squeesed 
each of sage and salt and a little pep-
